1 week astronomers will watch again for 


the missing Leonid meteors which went 
astray, or were first known to be astray, 
in 1339, and which.have been vainly ex- 
pected on the evening of the l4th or 16th 
of Novémber since ‘then. The possibility 
exists that they may still put in an ap- 
pearance in considerab!e numbers, but if 
there should be a great display this year 
the majority of astrononiers would be as 


+ much surprised as they were by the tota) 


failure of the expected shower in 1899 
At the same time nobody whose business 
it ts. to watch celestial phenomena will 
dare to neglect the vigil next week be- 
cause of the bare possibility that the 
meteors may come after all, 

If they do, there will be a great scram- 


ble to revise the calculations by which 
the failures of 1899, 1900 and 1901 heave 
been explained. The belief now is that 
Jupiter end Saturn drew the main swarm 
of the meteors aside from their previous 
path some time between the last showers 
in 1866 and 1867 and the end of the nine- 
teenth century. But there may possibly 
be another swarm traveling in a paralkl 
path, which will meet the earth this year. 
One unfortunate circumstance is that tiie 
full moon will be shining at the. time 
when the meteors are due, if they come 
at all. This would make the faint ones 
invisible. On the other hand, many of 
the November meteors are large and 
bright, and these would not be much ob 
served By the moonlight. The time to 
be on the watch for them is after mid- 
night on Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
of trrext week. The direction to look is 
towerd the northezst, the apparent cen- 
ter from which the meteors radiute when 
they appear in numbers, being the sickle- 
shaped figure marked out by principal 
stars in the constellation léon.

Supreme Court of United 
States To Pass on “Grand- 
father’ Clause. 


Washington, November 2.—(Special.)—A 
case involving the constifutionality of 
the recent constitutional amendmente, 
adopted in several southern states, dis- 
franchising negroes has reached the 
United: States supreme court. It comes 


from Alabama, where Judge T. C. Jones, 
of the district court, an appointee of 
President Roosevelt, who was himself a 
member of the constitutional convention 
of Alabama, and opposed to the amend- 
ment restricting the exercise of the right 
to vote, was appealed to by a negro 
whose franchise had been taken away 
under the “‘grandfather’’ clause. 

Judge Jones declined to grant a man- 
damus, but sent the case to the United 
States supreme court. Should the court 
entertain it, the decision will be of ex: 
ceptional importance, because it will 
probably dispose finally of the question 
whether a state can impose educational 
or other qualifications in d::termining 
which citizens ‘may vote at elections.

Chicago, November 2.—A dynamite 
bomb, the weapon of a deranged asssassin, 
blew up the home of Joseph Kordeck, in 
Chicago Heights, today, killing two mem- 
bers of the family outright and injuring 
several others, The house was set on 
fire and burned, while that of a neighbor 
caught fire and was also destroyed. 

The dead: _ 

JOSEPH KORDECK, arms and 
blown off. 

LUCY KORDBECK, aged 2, body blown 
to pieces. 

The injured: Mrs. Lucy Kordeck, flesh 
blown off, right side injured internaly; 
may die, Seven children, who escaped, 
were injured, but not seriously: 

The explosion occurred while the fam- 
ily was asleep. The father and mother, 
with the daughter, Lucy, occupied a room 
in the front of the cottage. On the

other sides were rooms occupied by the * 


rest of the family. The cottage stoed 2 
feet from the ground, on wooden posts. 
The bomb was placed under the room 
occupied by the parents and the impact 
of the explosion tore a hole in the floor, 
blew the bed to pieces, dismembered Kor- 
deck and seattered into fragments the 
body of Lacy, who was sleeping with her 
parents. Pieces of flesh the size of a 
man’s hand were the largest remnants’ of 
the child’s body that could be found. 

The force of the explosion was directly 
upward, and tore a piece of flesh from 
Mrs, Kordeck’s side, and blew her 
through a window, The noise aroused ihe 
rest of the family, and they had hardly 
time to escape from the flames which 
soon destroyed the cottage. Kordech’s 
body, torn to shreds, was found in the 
debris after the fire. 2 

Charles Smith, a former boarder at the 
Kordeck house, who was paying atten- 
tion to one of Kordeck’s daughters, has 
been arrested charged with the crime 
The Kordeck girl was to have been mar- 
ried to another man next week. Smith 
declares he is innocent, but neighbors 
declare that he made threats to them 
that if the girl refused to be his wife 
he would blow up the entire family with 
dynamite. 

Smith was absent from his room at the 
time of the explosion. His roommate, 
Thomas Kobilinski,.claims that Smith re- 
turned to sis room greatly excited shurt- 
ly after the explosion.

Author of the Letters Tells Why He 
Perpetrated the Hoax—He Was 
Paper, but Hit All 
of Them.

London, November 2.—Probably few 
more successful practical jokes ever have 
been perpetrated than that By which the 
tendon lawyer who signed himself “D. 
oO. Gulmore Greene’ fooled practically the 
entire British into printing and 
the British war and foreign offices into 
pelieving faked “details” of mythical 
fighting against the “Mullah” in Somali- 
jand, but the most extraordinary part of 
the whole story was the remarkable 
chance by which the joker actualy proph- 
esied a british reverse whicn took place 
almost immediately after his *“‘descrip- 
tion” of it was printed. 

The contents of the two letters “from 
Somaliland’’ which “‘Greene”’ wrote in his 


London office, besides being printed 
throughout the entire country, was cabled 
all over the world. The Daily News, 
the leading liberal and pro-Boer paper, 
which was gulled into printing the first 
ef them, ‘afterwards plumed itself on 
having contained “the first intimation 
made public of the dangerous position of 
a British force,”” and, whén the second 
faked missive came to hand, couldn't dis- 
play it too prominently. The Times 
fought shy of the second letter, but The 
Daily Mail printed it in full, and so did 
all the other big London dailies with the 
exception of two. 

The First Letter. 

There was a good deal of excuse for 
the journals which fell into the trap, for 
the letters—described by their author as 
having been received “from an officer 
with the forces in .Somaliland’’—were 
cleverly done, and might well have been 
written by a fighting man. Here is the 
first one: 


‘Dear Old Donald: We are having a 
hottish time of it out here, I can tell you. 
I missed the sport of DeWet hunting in 
South Africa, but I can assure you, old 
man, that the Mad Mullah is a crafty old 
fox. Anyway. he can bite. He gave us 
hell on the 12th. We attacked him in a 
strong position with 425 men and three 
maxims. We thought we had him on 
toast. We had surrounded him. Oh, yes! 
and so had he us. Just in time I and 
thirty-three others managed to get away. 
The rest did not return to camp! You 
know what that means. Do you get any 
news of this ‘little affair?’ One thing, 
oid man, we shan’t get any medals, I fear. 
I can tell you it is going to be pretty 
hig. This is not the only licking we 
have had. but it’s the hottest I have been 
in at present. There's lots more to come. 
I don’t know what they will say in In- 
dia. but they seem to recognize that it 
isn’t a walk over. I understand 5,000 fresh 
troops are coming. We shall want 50,000 
before the ‘little affair’ is over. I will 
write again if I don’t get potted.” 


Hardly had this graphic document been 
published than along came the official 
war cable announcing the recent reverse 
at the hands of the Mullah, with a loss 
of two officers and fifty men killed and 
100 men wounded.

Town of St. Plerre Is Nearly 


Swept Away by the 
Flames,

St. Johns, N. F.. November 2—The 
town of St. Pierre, Miquelon, has been 
devastated by fire. The main town has 
been destroyed by fire. There was no 


loss of life. The loss will probably be 
$500,000. 


The conflagration started last night and 
Swept the main portion of the town. The 
sovernor’s house, the government build- 
ings, the court house, the building oc- 
cupled by the ministry of marine, the 
Roman Catholic Cathedral, the Presby- 
tery, the schools and a number of other 
buildings were destroyed. 

It has not yet been learned how the 
fire originated. There was no wind last 
night, else the entire town probably 
would have been completely obliterated 
The rapid spread of the conflagration 
was due to the trifling water supply and 
to the fact that St. Pierre has no ade- 
quate fire fighting appliances. 


Mr. “D. O. Gulmore Greene” hastened 
to supply in a second letter. 
Story of the Hoax. 

Of course, ‘“Greene’s’’ hoax, though 
Smartly played, was a thoroughly un- 
Scrupulous and cruel one, and there was 
lively curiosity as to why it was ever 
concocted. This “Greene” himself has 
explained. A call at the address from 
which his letters had been written re- 
Sulted in the discovery that it was a 
restaurant, but, hearing that his trail 
was being followed, the joker came for- 
ward and volunteered complete informa- 
tion. 

“I am heartily ashamed of the whole 
thing,” he said. “I had no idea that the 
letters would create such a stir, and I 
have nothing but regret for my part in 
this stupid business, The hoax originated 
from my dislike of The Daily News and 
its pro-Boer tendencies. I was discuss- 
ing the matter with some friends of 
mine, and we decided to take a ‘rise’ out 
of The Daily News. I had read that 
afternoon that there was a campaign 
going on in Somaliland and the govern- 
ment was reticent about it. This mention 
of reticence gave me the idea of describ- 
ing a disaster to the British troops, that 
The Daily News, I felt sure, would be 
delighted to hear about, as it would not 
Only humiliate Englishmen, but would 
discredit the government.’’ 

So “Greene’s’”’ first letter was written. 
His second one, coming immediately af- 
ter the official news from Somaliland (a 
country of which, by the way, Greene 
says he knows nothing whatever) found 
eager readers in the persons of the offi- 
cials at the war and colonial offices, who 
were without any truthful details beyond 
those received by telegraph. To make 
the whole situation complete, t@: “‘sell’’ 
was not exposed in time to prevent some 
of the 6-penny illustrated weeklies, which 
aré dated today, but which appear for 
sale on Thursday or Friday, from pub- 
lishing extracts from the faked letters.

Agreement Reached Between Great 
Britain and Turkey. 

Constantinople, November 2—Negotia- 
tions between Great Britain and Turkey 
in regard to the encroachments of Turk- 
ish troops on the Hinterlapd of Aden 
have resulted in a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the matter. The porte has modi- 
fied its note to Great Britain and has 
ordered the evacuation of the Hinterland,

French Miners and Operators Fail 
To Agree. : 

Lille, France, November 2.—A meeting 
was held here today between delegates of 
the coal companies and the striking coal 
miners in the department of du Nord. 
Failing to come to an agreement, it was 
decided to refer the question of an in- 
crease in the miners’ wages to arbitration. 
The representatives of the companies said 
their principals were prepared to make 
pension -proposals similar to those ad- 
vanced by the coal companies in the Pas 
de Calias district, but the miners having 
persisted in their demand for arbitration 
the companies reserved their pension pro- 
posals until after the decision of the ar- 
bitrators is made known. 

The proposals from the Pas de Calais 
companies referred to in the above dis- 
patch were to establish a system of pen- 
sions by which a miner aged 55 having 
served the same company thirty years 
would get a pension of $120, and a miner 
having worked with different companies 
in the Pas de Calais district for thirty 
years a pension of $10.

AMERICAN INTERFERENCE 
IS WHAT THEY TERM IT 


Say Presence of Americans Prevents 
Colombian Government from 
~ Dealing with the Rebels. 
Much Suffering on the 
Isthmus. 
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Kingston, Jamaica, November 2.—The 
British steamer Trent arrived here to- 
day from Colon, Colombia. She brings 
reports that the Colombian rebels are 
still to be seen in the vicinity of the 
isthmus and that they occasionally ap- 
pear in the towns along the railroad line. 

Considerable indignation is felt by the 
Colombians because American guards are 
still maintained on the line. Officials of 
the Colombian government claim that 
what they term the interference of the 
Americans prevents them from dealing 
effectively with the rebels, who occupy 
certain towns where they collect taxes 
and make seizures of property. The rev- 
olutionists, in their turn, claim the pres- 
ence of the Americans prevents them 
from bringing about a final coup in the 
revolution. 

There is much suffering on the isthmus, 
and the position of civilians there is be- 
coming intolerable. 

The steamer Libertador, which was 
formerly in the service of the Venezue- 
lan revolutionists and which has been 
acquired by the Colombian government 
and named by it the Presidente Marro- 
quin, is reported to be coming from Car- 
thagena to Kingston. She will be used 
by Colombia as a gunboat. Representa- 
tives of Colombia have been sent to Port 
of Spain to procure another gunboat for 
their government. 

It is reported that the terms of a set- 
tlement between the revolutionists and 
the Colombian government are at present 
under consideration, and it is believed 
these terms provide for an armistice of 
ninety days, during which time a joint 
commission, composed of members of the 
government and the revolutionary par- 
ties, are to frame a new constitution 
which is to give equal rights to all per- 
sons. When the Trent left Colon last 
Friday it was considered doubtful 
whether the terms of the proposed set- 
tlement would be agreed to.

Scheme Is To Supply Food 
lo England, 


Weduced Rates to Be Charged, but a 
Big Company Will Be Necessary 
To Get Things in Shape 
Immediately for Bus- 

 iness.

London, October 22.—Sore attention has 
been given here in the past few days to 
& much-advertised scheme to supply ail 
England with Canadian food products 
at reduced rates to the patriotic exclusion 
of similar products from the United 
States. A company, in which three or 
four noble lords and a half dozen rather 
prominent business men figure as officials, 
has been announced as ready to 
g° on with the scheme as soon 
as Canada manifested sufficient 
interest in it to put up about 
$500,00) required to stari the business 
Not only would butter, cheese, eggs, 
chickens, fruit and tlour be sent over in 
express steamers, but restaurants and 
bakeries would“be established in London 
for the exploitation of Canadian prod- 
ucts. 

The plan of driving the products of the 
United States out of the English markets 
sounded well, but British enthusiasm cool- 
ed on the further reflection that the 
Canadian cut-rate products would com- 
pete chiefly with the home supply. 

Sir Wilfred Laurier, when he came over 
to the coronation, had an idea that a 
food supply scheme vas possible, and 
the prolongation of his visit was due to 
the gact that he interviewed several of 
the leading men in the country in the 
hope of teing able to enlist their co- 
operation. Among the number were Sir 
Thomas Lipton, Lord Strathcona and An- 
drew Carnegie. Sir Thomas Lipton said 
that his interests in America were such 
that he had no desire to identify himself 
with any scheme that would clash with 
these interests. Besides, he couldn't see 
how Canada could supply food stuffs in 
England lower than the same class of 
goods could be supplied by the United 
States. Carnegie held the same view and 
said at once that he could take no finan- 
cial interest in such a scheme. 

Several leading business men here do 
not look upon the scheme seriously, 
while others decline to discuss it at all. 
One of the largest farmers in the neigh- 
burhood of London, who supplies fruit, 
cereals, butter, cheese and bacon to the 
London market, said, when asked his 
opinion on the subject: “We have al- 
ready had too much to put up with from 
American competition and now we are 
threatened with competition by our own 
colonies. Better hand the old country 
over altogether to America and be done 
with it!” 

The whole thing is believed to be chief- 
ly an advertisement by the dominion gov~- 
ernment to popularize Canada as & field 
for emigration, and that the imperial 
government is also anxious to find some 
outlet for the surplus labor which is now 
clamoring for employment at home in 
consequence of the return of thousands 
of reservists and time-expired soldiers 
from the seat of war.

BANK DID A LARGE BUSINESS 


Dealings in Stocks Were Mostly Pro- 
fessional—The Week’s Doings 
on Boerse at Berlin. 


London, November 2.—The plentifulness 
of money which characterized the Oc- 
tober market has been succeeded by con- 
ditions compelling heavy borrowing from 
the banks at 4 per cent in order to meet 
stock exchange settlements and month- 
end obligations. An increase in govern- 
ment disbursements is anticipated this 
week. This will enable borrowers to 
liquidate some of their indebtedness. The 
bank, meanwhile, has regained control 
of the money market and the hardening 
of London discount rates’ has not af- 
fected continental exchange. That there 
will be any considerable shipments of 
gold from New York ir connection with 
the purchases of the shipping combine, 
or for other reasons, is regarded as im- 
probable, inasmuch ‘as the mercantile 
balances favor the United States, and it 
is considered likely that these will pro- 
vide sufficient exchange for requirements. 

The sluggishness of the stock exchange 
was relieved for a couple of days by 
epurts of activity, especially in American 
and British railway shares. The deal- 
ings were mostly professional. The more 
cheerful tone prevailing did not induce 
the public to buy to any extent.

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Mexico’s ‘New Policy. 

The world over the trend of govern- 
mental polity is toward the nationali- 
gation of large public utilities. The 
government ownership idea is by no 
means new or experimental, and it 
is practical under any form of govern- 
ment, it would seem from demonstrat- 
6d examples. Germany is in the van 
of other nations in adopting this course 
in its political economy, and to cite 
an example right at home, the state 


of Georgia has owned an important . 


line of railroad for half a century. 
Probably the greatest example of the 
kind is the trans-Siberian railroad 
“built by Russia, giving that commer- 
cially progressive nation a highway 
of steel from the Baltic to the Pacific. 
England, too, is evincing a decided 
tendency to engage in business enter- 
prises formerly left for the exploita 
tion of private capital. But by far 
the greatest advancement along this 
line has been made by municipalities, 
both in Europe and America. 


Mexico is the latest government to 


adopt this policy as an evolution of 
statesmanship, having recently pur- 
Chased enough of the bonds of the 
Inter-Oceanic Railroad Company to in- 
sure a controlling interest in the road. 
The investment was made from the 
reserve fund of the national treasury, 
and it is understood that President 
Diaz will recommend that other trahs- 
portation interests be taken over by 
the government at an early date. 

J. Gonzales Pages, United States 
vice consul at Vera Cruz, reports to 
the bureau of foreign commerce that 
the press of Mexico asserts that the 
-president and secretary of the treas- 
ury have been influenced, not by an 
opportunity for profitable investmen* 
of public funds, but by a determina- 
tion to thwart, for the public good, 
the formation of pools and trusts that 
would eventually succeed in contfoll- 
ing the import and export traffic of 
the republic if left to their own de 
vices. It is believed that the govern- 
ment, by holding the balance of power 
in a railway corporation so important 
as the Inter-Oceanic, will be able to 
prevent freight discriminations that 
would threaten native manufacturing 
and commercial interests.

A Great Journalist. 

The retirement of M. deBlowitz, the 
famous Paris correspondent of the 
London Times, from newspaper duties, 
is an event of international interest. 
The London Times, “the Thunderer” 
of the journalistic world, is great, but 
the splendid work of deBlowitz car- 
ried the name o. the paper employing 
him much further than all its other 
excellencies could ever have done. 

M, deBlowitz, as is requisite in a 
journalist of the highest type, has ex- 
hibited a wonderfully versatile men- 
tality, with an intimate knowledge of 
men and affairs, and a rare faculty 
of literary expression. Had he been 
a professional statesman, he would 
have led his party, as indeed he would 
bave excelled in any career he had 
chosen to map out for himself. In this 
age of specialization, it is becoming 
less common to see a man who could 
be masterful anywhere he was placed. 
This Frenchman is just such a human 
anomaly. 

Although a newspaper correspond- 
ent, deBlowitz was in no sense a re- 
porter. He had nothing to do with 
hews. It was his peculiar function to 
get “next” to the men who mould na- 
tional policies, and affairs and thought

It was earnestly hoped by many patriotic persons that a magnificent 
union station would be built upon the site of the present car shed and 
be a valuable, profitable asset of the state and its own railroad. The Con- 
stitution has for years honestly struggled to secure that advantage to 


the state, knowing the enhancing effect it

But the railway situation in Atlanta has outgrown all predictions and 


will continue to grow more expansive in the future. 


So that upon thor- 


ough investigation it was found that the site owned by the state is ab- 
surdly inadequate to be the location of the kind of depot demanded now 


and for the future in this metropolis. 


To have adopted it would have 


been an effort to crowd the bushel measure into a quart cup. Nothing more 
fully demonstrated the fact than the various plans made and offered for 


the use of the state’s site. 


Then, if the site had been adequate, it is very certain that should 
she have gone ahead and built a union station upon it, she would have 
had to confront a sentiment that has been created all over the state con- 
demning any action that would look as if the state was pulling chestnuts 
out of the fire for Atlanta and using the people’s money to build a depot 


for our local benefit. 


Unreasonable as the sentiment is it really exists 


and the representatives of it are even now boasting that a majority 
of the present general assembly is opposed to the state building a depot 
for the accommodation of any other road than its own. Hence, by going 
elsewhere taan the state’s site, this city and the advocates of a union 
passenger station put themselves no longer subject to that sentiment and 


leave it to exploit its own devices with the state’s property. 


It is better 


that the new depot should be built where there is plenty of room for it 
and better for the city of Atlanta because we are now assured of getting 
a union station properly situated and fashioned with a liberality looking 


to the city’s future needs. 


The only possible sufferer by this decision is the state itself and 
whatever it suffers by the removal of the railway center from its station 


and 


in the inevitable deterioration of its terminal property it can blame 


upon no one but those of its representatives who have assumed the un- 


just attitude to which we have made reference. 


It will be a costly price 


for the state to pay for the prejudice against Atlanta that has dominated 
the legislature in dealing with this plain business proposition. 
We hope the property of the state, by some wise usage of it, will 


escape any heavy depreciation.

in the advantages and facilities of the new depot. 


If that point is pro- 


tected the state road will have as good an opening to traffic through the 
union station as any other road using it, and still have the present site 
as an asset for whatever use can be made of it, or value that can be 


obtained for it. 


At any rate the people of Atlanta should be satisfied with the arrange- 
ments now making and “all’s well that ends well” in giving us a passen- 
ger station second to none in the country.

his professional purpose. In addition 
to his exclusive information, always 
acquired at first-hand, and which no 
one but himself could acquire, he had 
a remarkable intuition and power of 
forecasting human action. Being a 
personal friend of or persona grata 
to the men who make events, he en- 
joyed exceptional opportunities of 
keeping inside touch with his time. 
He knew what was being done sub 
rosa, and what was most likely to 
happen. He never spoke prematurely, 
but when the time came to speak, 
spoke by the card. He united with 
his grand talent for obtaining facts 
a grand talent in presenting them to 
the public. No rival correspondent 
could hit the bull’s-eye of any sub- 
ject lilg deBlowitz. He was, more 
important still, generally in a postion 
to be the first to speak through the 
press. The other great dailies large- 
ly echoed the Paris correspondence 
of The London Times, or took their 
cue from that correspondence. He 
furnished the official gazette, not only 
to newspaperdom, but to statesmen, 
prelates and jurists. Often he im- 
parted to the public exact information 
that parties high in authority or sta- 
tion would have given much to know 
in advance. But deBlowitz imparted 
no secrets out of print. He wrote for 
the universal mind. 

M. deBlowitz, retiring now with such 
honor, has won a signal achievement 
in demonstr:- ting the possibilities of 
journalism for a really superior man. 
The press is regarded as the tomb of 
ambitious ability, so far as fame is 
concerned. It permits no comet- 
flashes, and immures the strongest 
personalities. The journalistic cyclop 
who can dig his way to the light is 
made of great stuff, and herein is the 
measure of deBlowitz’s greatness. 


The Mad Mullah. 

“The white man’s burden” has piled 
John Bull’s tignt little island moun- 
tain-deep with debt, and it has cost 
Britannia a pretty penny to be able 
to boast that the sun never sets on 
the cross of St. George. And yet, per- 
haps, her physical circumscription 
makes Great Britain’s world-wide co 
lonial policy imperative. Left to her 
immediate insular resources, the moth- 
er country would relapse into a sec- 
ond-rate power. 

Because of her heterogeneous depen- 
dencies, it is rarely that England has 
not a more or less formidable insur- 
rection en her hands. The conquest 
of remote peoples “half devil and half 
child” entails an expensive war bud- 
get in the maintenance as well as the 
act, for barbarians or the degenerate 
descendants of effete civilizations 
must be policed with an overawing 
show of force to hold insurrection to 
a minimum. With all due vigilance in 
this regard, native uprisings are in- 
evitable. No sooner had Great Britain 
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same kind to contend with in Africa. 
.When it was not a Zulu war at the 
cape, it was a Mahdi war in the Sou- 
dan, to say nothing of the constantly 
recurring outbreaks in Oceanica. And 
now, financially stunned from _ the 
blow of the Boer war, the result of 
ker imperious colonial policy, England 
finds herself with another Soudanese 
rebellion to suppress. 

This time it is the “Mad Mullah.” 
Like Emil Bey, the leader of the for- 
mer great uprising in the upper Nile 
region, this belligerent mullah, or 
priest, is called a religious fanatic, 
whereas he may be a would-be George 
Washington of his people. He is de- 
scribed as a crafty tribesman, about 35 
years old, who began his warlike ca- 
reer some four years since by leading 
a raid against a neighboring tribe on 
the pretext that its members had 
stolen camels from his people. Suc- 
cessful, he enlarged the scope of his 
raids without .concerning himself 
about a pretext, and after he had sub- 
dued and looted the country round 
about, proclaimed himself the legiti- 
mate successor of the mahdi, the great 
prophet. While England was fully 
occupied in the Transvaal, this new 
mahdi waxed exceeding insolent to- 
ward her sovereignty in his bailiwick 
and finally declared a holy war against 
the hated “infidels.” The native sol- 
diery of the crown veing too weak 
to cope with him, the Mad Mullah had 
things pretty much his own way for 
& season, although his loss was severe 
in several battles. From an original 
following of 3,000 warriors, with 60 
rifles, it is said his force has grown 
to 40,000, most of whom are. well 
armed with rifles captured in encount- 
ers with Menelik’s troops or in raids 
upon caravans. It is easy for the 
Mad Mullah to swell his army indefi- 
nitely, for the petty tribes of the re- 
gion join him en masse rather than 
be raided. 

From all appearances, Great Britain 
will have to spénd many thousands of 
pounds before this latest mahdi ram- 
pant is suppressed. 


Holding Up Uncle Sam. 

Right on the heels of the failure of 
the Danish landthing to ratify the 
-purchase of that kingdom’s island pos- 
sessions in the West Indies by the 
United States, presumably for bar- 
gain-driving reasons, the South Amer- 
ican republic of Colombia, a part of 
which is included in the ithmus of 
Panama, shows a treacherously thrifty 
disposition to back down on her prev- 
ious agreement with Uncle Sam. With 
revolution out of the way for the 
nonce, the Colombians are busying 
themselves with plans to give the 
North American leg a lustier pull. 


For the right of controlling the 
Panama canal, the United States had 
a formal understanding with Golom- 
bia that the latter nation was to re 
ceive $7,000,000 cash, and at the end 
of fourteen years an annual] rental to 
be subsequently determined by an 
agreement between the two govern- 
ments. This contract was regular in 
all of its official forms, on the part 
of Colombia made through her lega- 
tion at Washington. 

Following the United States’ invest- 
igation of the old Panama canal com- 
pany’s title, with the result that it was 
found the route could be delivered 
without legal impediment or ineum- 
brance, and upon the eve of beginning 
the actual work of constructing the 
great canal, the republic of Colombia 
repudiates the explicit contract en- 
tered into by her authorized agents.

Engineers Will Begin Taking 
Measurements 


Yhen These Are Made Architects 
Will Be Asked To Submit Plans. 
Assurance That No Un- 
necessary Delays Will 
Be Allowed. 


—_—_— 


The first work looking toward the con- 
struction of Atlanta's long-awaited new 
ynion passenger depot will be done this 
morning when the engMfeers of the 
Southern railway and the Central of 
Georgia will begin the work of taking 
the actual measurements of the land on 
which the depot is to stand, 

All calculations and agreements as to 
the new depot have been made from plats 
of the land in possession of owners, but 
in giving the work of making plans for 
the depot to the architects it is desired 
to be absolutely accurate in every detail. 

The plats of the land which have been 
ysed up to this tim@ are drawn from 
surveys which have been verified time 
and again, but in order that no error, 
even of infinitesimal importance, shall 
be made as to the extent and contour of 
the prospective depot site, the work of 
surveying the land will be done all over 
again. 

Work To Be Done Quickly. 

This work wil be done by experienced 
and efficient engineers, and the greatest 
care will be exercised in taking and re- 
cording every measurement. However, 
the work will be prosecuted as rapidly as 
possible, as now that the determination 
to build a depot has been reached Presi- 
dent Spencer, of the Southern, and his 
associates wish to push the matter with 
the greatest possible celerity. 

The first work on the new depot is a 
matter whose importance only the At- 
lantan who for years has suffered the 
sight of the present car shed can appre- 
ciate. It is an event which will doubt- 


less in after years be considered one of 
the greatest occasions in the city’s his- 


tory. 

At this time it is impossible to tell 
just how long it will take the engineers 
to complete their work, or how long 
after this it will be before the pians are 
submitted by the architects and accepted 
After this there will ensue a period in 
which the other roads will be given an 
opportunity to answer the invitation to 
enter the depot, which President Spercer 
has said he Will’ extend to them. 


To Be No Delay. 

This puts the matter of breaking dirt 
for the new depot several months off, but 
it has been plainly stated that there will 
be no unnecessary delays. The Southern 
and the Central, as the owners of the 
Jand, will invite the other roads to join 
them in building the depot. If they de- 
cline the invitation, the two roads will 
proceed at once to construct the depot 
for their own use. It is believed that

Citizens’ Committee May Appoint 
Conference Committee Today, 


Will Discuss the Proposed Charter 
Changes with Council Commit- 
tee — Judge Hillyer Says 
Council Ignored Citizens’ 
Committee. 


The citizens’ charter revision commit- 
tee of forty-nine will meet this afternoon 
to consider the question of appointing: a 
conference committee go meet with the 
conference committee appointed Friday 
by the city council. The meeting will be 
held in the council chamber. 

From expressions on the matter, there 
is little doubt but that the committee 
will display a perfect willingness to ex- 
change views with council on the char- 
ter and appoint a conference committee.

Judge Hillyer Talks. 

Judge George Hillyer, chairman of the 
citizens’ committee, when asked last night 
for an opinion as to the probable action 
of that committee, replied: 

“The attitude of the citizens’ commit- 
tee all along has been one of invitation 
to council for a conference and exchange 
of views, but up to Friday that body 
had ignored the committee. On June 
17 an invitation, in writing, was extended 
council] for a conference, but no atten- 
tion whatever was paid to the invitation. 
The committee has no objection to con- 
ferring with the council committee, but, 
on the contrary, has already manifested 
a favorable disposition in this respect.”’ 

If a conference committee is appointed, 
then a meeting between it and the council 
committees can get together on the char- 
ter proposition.

HAY HANDLE THE 
DEPOT QUESTION 


Curiosity as to What Legisla- 
lure May Oo with It 


Appropriations and General Tax Bills 
Will Be Pushed Through as Rap- 
idly as Possible—Governor 
Terrell’s Message to the 


Legislature. 


Eleven days of the fifty allotted to the 
legistative’ session have passed, and the 
house? and senate are only just getting 
in working order. Standing committees 
of both houses ‘will meet this afternoon, 
and within two or three days will have 
enough business reported on to kedp 
them in session right up to the adjourn- 
ment hour. 

The indications are that nothing of se- 
rious importance will reach either house 
or senate for final consideration until 
later in the session, though there will, 
doubtless, be preliminary skirmishes on 
the convict Question, the depot question 
and other matters of more or less con- 


cern which must be considered at this 
session. 

Recent developments in the depot situa- 

tion, namely, the determination of Pres- 
id2at Spencer, of the Southern, to build 
a new union passenger station in another 
part of the city tham on the state's 
property, kas arousel considerable cu- 
riosity as to what the legislature will do 
toward protecting the state’s interests. 
So far the members of the legislature 
themselves do not seem to know -which 
way to turn. They express the belief 
that it is a serious situation that con- 
frents the state, but they do not appear 
to know what can be done to save the 
state’s property from depreciation. 
At present the depot question is in the 
hands of a committee of five members 
of the house, of which Hon. Joe Hill 
Hall, of Bibb, author of the resolution 
creating it, is chairman. This committee 
has already begun to take testimony re- 
lating to the matter. Its duty is more 
particularly, however, to find out where 
the responsibility lies for the present con- 
dition of the depot and report how the 
lessee company can be required to comply 
with its contract. The idea Mr. Hall had 
in view was to see if the lessee could not 
be required to fully repair the present 
depot or even build a new one. It may 
be that the committee will go further 
and suggest some means by which the 
state can protect its property from de- 
preciation in value. At any rate, some ac- 
tion looking to this end is expected when 
the report of the special depot committee 
is taken up for consideration. 


Important Measures. 
The most important measures which the 


have really not yet been touched. These 
are the general appropriations bill and 
the general tax act, to which no consid- 
eration has yet been given, though when 
they are taken up they will, doubtless, be 
pushed through to completion as rapidly 
as possible. Under a new rule adopted by 
the house these measures on the third 
reading are to have right of way over 
everything else before that body, irre- 
spective of their position on the calendar. 
This, together with the fact that only ap- 
propriations and taxation for one year, 
will be considered, whereas, heretofore, 
these bills applied to two years, will 
greatly facilitate their passage, and it is 
believed now they will reach the governor 
at least a week before adjournment. In 
this event the governor can veto either 
or both of them if he sees fit without 
the necessity of calling an’ extra s6és- 
sion. 

The appropriations bill will be prepared 
and reported by the appropriations com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Davis, of Meri- 
wether, is chairman, while the ways and 
means committee, presided over by Mr. 
Reid, of Campbell, will have charge of 
the general tax act.

Wilmington, N. C., November 2.—(Sp2- 
cial.)\—South bound vestibule train No. 33 
on the Atlantic Coast Line was wrecked 
at Elm City, N. C., last night by run- 
ning into a freight train, which was tak- 
ing the siding at that place. 

Engineer William Currie, of the vesti- 
bule, was killed; the fireman and three 
mail clerks badly injured; baggage mas- 
ter slightly injured, and many passen- 
gers badly shaken up and bruised.

Farmer Near Tifton Gathers 
Nearly Two Bales of Cot- 
ton Per Acre, 


Tifton, Ga., November 2.—(Special.)—

sion as to their relative abilities as farm- 
ers, and a race was the result.

Most Noted Man in Alabama is 
Doing Great Work for the State. 
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pi border southwest of Mobile, there are 
only three places waere fruit is regu- 
larly cried by boys to the passengers at 
the windows. These places are Cullman, 
Thorsby and Evergreen. Perhaps (Ca- 
lera should be added because in the pear 
season that particular fruit is to be had 
there. Cullman is the first of all the 
colonies planted in Alabama. being Ger- 
man. Thorsby is the last and is Swed- 
ish. Evergreen is an old place, and the 
inhabitants mostly natives. Thorsby, the 
youngest of its kind, was founded by 
P. Sid Jones, emigration agent of the 
road, and is a conspicuous success among 
the thin pine hills of Chilton county. 
Now Mr. Jones, backed by the road, of 
course, is founding another colony along 
the line, and he secured as his partner in 
the énterprise no less a personage than 
Captain Reuben F. Kolb, who is presi- 
dent of the company and who has taken 
up h's abode at the scene of opera- 
tions, 

The concern is really the most im- 
portant industrial or development enter- 
prise going on in Alabama south of Bir- 
mingham, big with possibilities fer thc 
country and on account of the idea in-* 
volved. The land of the company is at 
Bolling, in Butler county, 50 miles south 
of Montgomery, and a few miles be- 
yond Greenville, and embraces 25,000 
acres, once the property of the Milner, 
Flowers, Caldwell Lumber Company, {or 
many years the scene of the most proft- 
able saw mill in the state, the annual 
dividends having been $100,000. The land 
being cut over, the milling stopped, the 
mill was moved and the once flourishing 
community of Bolling was no more. But 
the land is good for all that it was 
abandoned, and it is now being laid off 
into tracts The first settlers are be 
ginning to move in, and with Thorsby as 
a precedent and the cordial backing of 
the railroad, success seems not far away. 
This idea of settling up the lands be- 
hind the mills is taking deep hold in 
the lumber region south of here, and tlie 
process goes steadily on, though it has 
been nowhere attempted in a systematic 
colony way before.

Most Noted Man in Alabama.

Kalb was by far the most noted man 
in Alabafna, having made his famous 
race for the governgrship in the sum- 
mer of 1892, and having made his at- 
tempt to take his seat by force in No- 
vember of that same year. No southern 
man was more talked about, and no man 
who ever ran for office ever believed in 
his soul that he was worse treated than 
Captain Kolb believed concernit.g his own 
case. He ran it over in 1894, and the lonz 
excitement and worry and disappojrt- 
ment told on his looks and his manners. 
About that time he seemed no longer to 
deserve the nickname of the “Genial 
Reuben,”’ and age was telling on him. 
But the everspringing bouyancy of his 
temperament reasserted itself, and he 
went into several enterprises with the 
vigor of youth. At last he settled down 
at Birmingham in the insurance business 
and went to doing more #usiness than 
anybody. So well did he bear himself 
that the democrats nominated him for the 
constitutional convention, which was 
never held, and after that was called off 
he retired from politics for good and all. 
During all the troublous times through 
which he figured as the idol of half the 
white people of the state the Louisville 
and Nashvitle railroad people were his 
friends, remembering that he was the 
spirit of development and enterprise in- 
carnate. At the head of this greatest of 
all the colonization schemes ever 1it- 
tempted along the lines of that great sys- 
tem, he is himself again, and to hear 
him on the tubject leaves no doubt in 
any mind that the cld “Genial Reuben’’ 
of the days when he was commissioner of 
agriculture and had the alliance worid 
in a swing, has come back again—ict us 
bope to stay.

Vv. in this state, and this revival of the 
old nickname is emphasized by the pres- 
ence of the words “Yellow hammers” on 
the buttons and badges prepared for the 
coming reunion. 


; A Revival of Oratory. 

X meeting of delegates from the literary 
societies of the university, Auburn col- 
lege, Howard college and Southern uni- 
versity at Greensboro, and the Owenton 
college has been called for November 7 
in this city.

He 
could, no doubt, have been singled out 
among all other men as a man of marvel- 
ous beauty. True it is, the prophet Isaiah 
speaks of Him as having no form nor 
comliness and as a root out of dry ground 
and that His visage was marred. We 
hid our faces from Him and that there 
was no beauty in Him.’ ss 

“But the prophet-may have seen Him 
with the prophetic eye in His deep sor- 
row and in the anguish of His soul, when 
the guilt of the world was pressing heav- 
ily upon Him.

sin?’ 

“Christ is altogether lovely in His un- 
selfishness. He surrendered self. He came 
to minister unto others and io do the will 
of the Father. He has thus set His pco- 
ple an example of unselfishness. /The 
most beautiful life in the world is tho 
unselfish life. No selfish Christian can 
live the Christ life. Our business is to 
forget self, to put self under and to live 
for others. 

“Christ is also beautiful in His loving 
sympathy. He entered with full sym- 
pathy with the sorrowing when on earth 
He sympathizes with His suffering people 
today. No moral character can be per- 
fect without sympathy. Nothing is more 
Christ-like, and nothing brings us into 
such close touch with out fellow-men. 

“Another element that enters into the 
beautiful moral character of Christ is His 
courage. He was the bravest man who 
ever lived. His was true moral courage 
He met persecution and death without a 
murmur or fear. An this beautiful moral] 
courage is a characteristic of every true 
Christian. Few things in the Christian 
character are more beautiful than moral 
courage—courage to do—courage to 
dare—courage to die Nothing Sv 
impresses the world with the 
beauty and pewer of religion as true 
courage. Nothing is more needful in a 
world like this. When storms of sorrow 
come we need then true, brave hearts to 
keep us strong, and to cause us to stand 
firm and immovable like the rock. 

“Christ is altogether lovely to the poor, 
penitent sinner. Nothing can be mere 
beautiful than the tenderness and love 
which Christ has for those who, con- 
scious of their sin, come to Him for par- 
don and salvatiog. 


“The forgiving love of Christ to the 
sinner is transcendently beautiful. How 
lovely must such a Savior appear to God 
and angels and men.”’

Ponders Avenue Baptist church yesterday 
morning and last evening What this 
young evangelist had to say in the course 
of his talks, or sermons, will probably 
soon be forgotten, so far as the actual 
words are concerned, but his manner of 
delivering his message must live long 
in the memory of all those who heard 
him. é 

Master Joyner, unlike many of the 
child prodigies who have been heralded 
far and wide, is unique in many ways. 
His voice, while childsh, is well modu- 
lated and shows the result of careful 
training. He is wonderfully familiar with 
the Bible. That fact was manifestly evi- 
dent from the frequent quotations of long 
passages made at both addresses yester- 
day. Clear and straightforward in his 
manner of speaking, he gives the impres- 
sion of one who has something to say 
and says it. 

Forgot Youth of Preacher. 

There were times when it was quite 
evident from the careful attention paid 
to the speaker that the listeners forgot 
that the one behind thé pulpit was not 
a regularly ordained pastor, with the ex- 
perience that comes with mature age to 
draw from in his expounding of the sub- 
ject in hand. 

Master Joyner is an evangelist and 
deals rather with the lessons taught by 
the gospels than the discussion of dog- 
mas and differences of creed. It seemed 
to be the general opinion that some of 


these lessons, as told by this boy preach- 
er, were given a new strength and added 


beauty in the earnest, enthusiastic inter- - 


pretation at the hands of this mere child 
in years. 

At the conclusion of the services there 
were many who went forward to interview 
this prodigy, who had unquestionably 
made a deep impression on his hearers. 
Any number of questions along theologi- 
cal lines were prepounded and received 
the immediate answers as of one perfect- 
ly at home in his chosen field of labor. 
Whenever possible Master Joyner ‘ans- 
wered his questioners with quotations di- 
rectly from the Bible, and in this way left 
no possible room for further discussion. 

Included among those whose interroga- 
tions were of a searching nature was the 
pastor of the church, Rev. J. I. Oxford. 
He acknowledged himself astounded at 
the marvelous precocity of the young 
evangelist, and there were many who com- 
pared the scene to Hoffman's great paint- 
ing of the boy Jesus in the temple at 
Jerusalem discussing with the doctors. 

Master Joyner looks smaller than his 
age, but has a face peculiarly attractive. 
He has been preaching for three years 
and seems perfectly at ease in the 
presence of a large audience. 
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The course of Bible study which {s be- 
ing followed at the Sunday evening teach- 
ing services at the Central Congregation- 
al church has, in recent lessons, been 
dealing with the history of the early 
Christian church in Jerusalem. The sub- 


man of the world. There are thousands 
of this class. The reference is not to 
those who are inhabitaafg of this world 
and who transact its lawful affairs, but 
it is to those who have the mark of 
worldiness upon them. Among this class 
are the lovers of this world’s goods and 
pleasures, and those who bend all their 
energies in getting worldly gain. They 
have not been renewed by regenerating 
grace, a thing which no sort of education 
or inuflence can produce except the word 
of God and the quickening influence of 
the Holy Spirit. Wordly men are dis- 
tinguistied for worldly principals. It nas 
often been said, ‘Tell me what a man’s 
principals are and I will tell you what he 
is.. A man of wordly principals has no 
room for Christ in his. thoughts or his 
life. He thinks only of time and earthly 
things. God and heaven and eternity 
have no place in his thoughts, and if per- 
chance the subject of the soul's salva- 
tion presents itself he fights it off by 
resorting to something even more world- 
ly than usual. Wordly men are detected 
by their wordly maxims. They prefer 
worldly honors to heavenly honors. There 
was a time in the life of Moses wten he 
had to decide between these, and his de- 
cision made him ‘what he was in God’s 
hands. 

“There is a time in every man’s life 
when he must decide this. question, for 
what he is to be in eternity depends on 
it. God says, ‘Seek ye first tne king- 
dom of God,’ but men of the world say, 
‘We will first seek the things of, the 
world.’ Men of the world are made con- 
spicuous by their associates. All men 
are known by the company they Reep. 
‘Birds of a feather will flock together.’ 
The fact that a man has his name on 
the church roll does not obscure his real 
cnaracter, 

“What is the worldly man’s portion? 
The devil accused Job of serving God for 
pay, but his trials proved the accusa- 
tion false. Worldly men do not serve the 
world for nothing. Every man has his 
price. It is sometimés honor, sometimes 
pleasure, sometimes riches and sometimes 
all of these combined. Is it not remarka- 
bly strange that this is true when we 
know that conscience, reason and judg- 
ment rebels against such a course? The 
wise man, Solomon, after trying the 
whole round, exclaimed, ‘All is vanity.’ 
The season why the worldly man’s por- 
tion does not satisfy is because it is 
unsuitable. The soul was made for God 
and spiritual things. Those who have 
possessed most of this world’s gcods have 
been unhappy. Many of them have ac- 
tually worn themselves out worrying over 
their possessions. That which’ they im- 
agine will satisfy does not satisfy. ‘What 
shall it profit a man ff hé shall gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul?’
